Claims pending 1,4-8. 

Claims 2, 3, 9-12, 295-300 have been cancelled and claims 13-294 have been withdrawn. 
The rejection of claim 1 under 35 USC 112 has been withdrawn since applicants have amended 
the claims to enter the protecting groups and the leaving groups. 

The rejection of claims 295-300 under 35 USC 1 12 has been withdrawn since applicants have 
cancelled the claims. 

The rejection of claims 1-12 under 35 USC 103 as being obvious over Vallietal still stands. 
Applicants arguments are not found to be convincing. Applicants argue that the protective 
groups X and Y are always different on their compounds , whereas the prior art has the same 
group at both the positions. Even though applicants argue, the specification contradicts it. 
See page 22 lines 18-20. 

phenyl fluorenyl and the like. Preferably, two different amine protecting groups will 
be used, but under certain conditions it may be desirable to use the same amine 
protecting group in a given synthesis. 

This clearly indicates the equivalency of the groups. 
The rejection still stands.
